Thus,  we  have 
incorporated  the  mintstate  grading  system,  using  MS-60, 
MS-65,  and  MS-70  as  a  means  of  grading  our  dollars  with  even 
more  accuracy.  The  definitions  of  the  different  mintstates  are 
as  follows: 

MS-60  —  Strictly  uncirculated,  full  mint  frost  with  the  normal 
amount  of  bagmarks,  and  normal  strikes  for  the  date. 
(Excessively  bagmarked  coins  or  horrible  strikes  will  be 
noted  separately.) 


MS-65  —  Choice  CU,  well  struck  pieces  with  minimum  amount 
of  bagmarks.  Generally  well  above  average  coins. 
Comparable  to  coins  some  sell  as  MS-70!  Our  MS-65  coin 
will  usually  please  even  the  most  discriminating  collector. 
MS-70  —  True  Gem  Uncirculated,  virtually  perfect,  fully 
struck  coins  with  essentially  no  bagmarks.  Many  dates,  in 
fact,  simply  do  not  exist  in  MS-70  although  you  see  many 
dealers  offer  them  as  such. 

You  will  notice  that  very  few  dates  are  available  from  us 
what  we  consider  to  be  MS-70  grade.

THE  INDIVIDUAL  INVESTOR: 


The  coins  you  should  hold,  depend 
on  quite  a  few  factors.  The  most  im¬ 
portant  is  the  amount  of  time  you 
can  hold  your  investment.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  many  coins  which  offer  ex¬ 
cellent  long-term  (say  10-12  years) 
potential,  offer  no  real  possibilities  at 
all  to  those  wishing  to  keep  their  in¬ 
vestments  for  only  3  or  4  years.  In 
many  cases,  an  investor  is  willing  to 
sacrifice  some  of  his  probable  per¬ 
centage  gain  for  greater  liquidity. 
(Especially  if  he  is  not  sure  WHEN  he 
will  wish  to  dispose  of  his  invest¬ 
ments.)  Some  investors  are  interested 
in  highly  speculative  items  (such  as 
bullion  gold,  BU  rolls,  etc.)  that  offer 
quick  profits  (or  quick  losses)  and  put 
them  completely  at  the  mercy  of  var¬ 
ious  uncontrollable  market  factors. 
Others  prefer  investing  (usually  over 
a  long  period  of  time)  in  rarer  items 
such  as  choice  colonials,  rare  gold, 
choice  type  material,  and  rare  date 
silver  and  copper  coins.  As  far  as  I 
know,  any  collector  or  investor  that 
has  bought  such  items  from  a  repu- 


THE  COIN  MARKET 
IN  GENERAL: 

Prospects  for  the  future  of  the  rare 
coin  market  in  general  look  excel¬ 
lent.  Coins  always  seem  to  perform 
the  best  in  times  of  inflation,  and  the 
current  shortages  of  raw  goods 
indicate  the  coming  of  an  inflation¬ 
ary  trend.  In  the  past  year,  the  stock 
market  has  not  only  failed  to  keep  up 
with  inflation,  but  has  actually  lost 
money  for  many  of  its  investors. 
Conversely,  gold  has  better  than 
doubled  in  price,  silver  has  risen  dra¬ 
matically  in  value,  and  rare  U  S. 
coins  in  general  have  approximately 
tripled  in  value.  We  foresee  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  this  trend  for  quite  some 
time. 

Also  there  are  certain  areas  of 
numismatics  (rare  coins)  where  many 
items  have  not  been  keeping  pace, 
pricewise,  with  the  rest  of  the  coin 
market  and  with  the  increase  in  de¬ 
mand,  they  must  thus  be  considered 
underpriced.

can  generally  be  expected  to  double 
in  value  every  5  years.  In  times  such 
as  these,  the  increase  may  be  far 
greater.
